Having stood shoulder to shoulder, 
politically, for many years with several 
of the i,'enllenioii who have recently 
been called upon to liil iiiiportaut and 
lucrative positions under the Local 
Govermncnt, tmu having the utmost 
confidence in their abiiity, integrity 
and earnestiiess of purpose, we shall 
not be suspected of viewing recent uji- 
■pointmontS'^th disfavor or«of indulg- 
ing in censorious remarks upon the 
Government for their action tliereanent. 
The Isandula victory which the politi- 
cal Zulu^.^f. the Province won hi 137S 
isi^^top iresli in the popular mind to 
need the exercise of our ])Oor descrip- 
tive powijrs now. It is suHicient to 
remark that tlu- party whom we sup- 
ported sustained a great reverse and 
passed through the dark valley and 
shadow of political death — for which, 
however,' it ^ comforting to know 
there is provided a 'glorious resurrec- 
lion. The majority with which the 
existing Government controlled the 
House during the past tw o sessions has 
caused them to imagine themselves 
comparatively independent of public 
opinion, and in the name of Responsi- 
ble Government they have been guilty 
of acts of oppression and nieanness to- 
wards appointees of the preceding Gov- 
ernment—in one instftuee, at least, 
hounding a poor man, wliose crime 
conaiate<tin his having accepted a small 
office under the Elliott Administra- 
tion, into an untimely grave, and in 
several other instances so insulting and 
disgusting old and tried ofllcials by the 
imposition of degrading reguhuiona 
that they have left the service rather 
than subscribe to them.

With two 
exceptions the appointments of the ex- 
isting Government have been made 
from the rank and Klc of their oppon- 
ents, who are now actually foraging in 
the camp of the successful army I It is 
as if CeteWAYo with his indunas had 
resigned their commands, disbanded 
their followers and called on Wolselev 
or CilELMSFOiU) to form a new impi 
from their own troojis ! i\rACiiiAvi:i,Li 
advised politicians to spike their en- 
emies' guns with conciliation. Friends 
being already won, he says, it is not 
nece.s.sary to do anything for them ; 
but it becomes the duty of the politi- 
cian who desires to retain power to 
bestow favors on his op|)onents and so 
win them over to his standard, flas 
the Premier taken a leaf from the wily 
Italian's book ? Is he, in the dispen.sal 
of public patronage, following the de- 
ceitful advice of one who wrote in a 
past and gone ago, when men were 
besotted with ignorance and reeked 
with corruption 1 Does he imagine 
that his friends will bo content with 
the husks of empty promi.ses whilst he 
fills the bellies of. his enemies, with the 
corn his friends helped liim to garner 1 

Wo utter no complaint at the extra- 
ordinary turn political allhirs have 
taken. Several staunch friends of 
ours have been benefitted. We arc 
glad to know that they Lave prospered, 
and offer our congratulations. It would 
ill become us, then, to find fault with 
the Government, if they can reconcile 
their course with their pledges before 
and after election — if their followers, 
many of whom arc respectable and 
competent, are satisfied, why should 
we find fault ? Why, indeed ? Had the 
Elliott Government remained in pow- 
er could they have done more for their 
friends than the Walicic.m Government 
are now doing ] Clearly, the Zulus 
who lurk in the mealie fields of James 
Bay have capitulated upon the heels of 
a great victory, and have come over 
bag and baggage to the party they late- 
ly routed ! Our opinion is that they 
will prove very undesirable neighbor.s. 
Various are the causes assigned for this 
extraordinary movement. It is only 
necessary to notice four of the most 
prominent speculations, one of which 
is that the Premier seeks an entree 
into good Boqiety and has 'hit on this 
plan to' pave the * w7iy ' thereto.

On no other grounds can we 
account for the passing over of so nmny 
good and competent men who have 
served the Premier faithfully for years, 
and the bestowal of ninc:tenths of the 
patronage on political eneraiep' — friends 
of the Opposition in the Hou se.

only in the picture galleries this, in- 
stead of being fixed on posts, as m the 
Avenue de rOpera, is suspended from 
tho ceiling. In tho sculpture garden 
below the ordinary street lamp posts 
are used. Behind each globe upstairs 
there is a powerful metal reflector, not 
unlike an old-fashioned coal scuttle, 
which shuts OQt all the light ixoxa. the 
centre of the room" and throws it upon 
the pictures. Si.x or eight lights serve 
for each room, according to its size. As 
they are li.xed at some distance from the 
floor they illuminate the upper rows 
of pictures better than the lower, so 
that at night time it is a distinct ad- 
vantage to be hung above" the line. 
Tho almost rejected of the hanging 
connnitteo are now, therefore, the first 
to attract |)opular notice. There is an- 
other and a still more striking peculiar- 
ity. Speaking broadly, only one pic- 
ture can be seen at a time^ those which 
catch the oblique ray (at least when tho 
spectator is at the same angle as 
the source of tho light) are blurred 
out of all recognition. A similar effect 
of daylight in obscuring pictures not 
regarded from tho right point of view 
is in fact intensified; the forms and 
even the colors are lost, and nothing is 
perceptible but the .shine of the varni.sh 
and the streaky marks of tho brush. 
Two or three of the smaller conqjosition 
ma}', indeed, bo fairly taken in at one 
glance, but the larger canvas seems to 
stand out from suiToundings of perfect 
obseurit}'. Each picture thus has its 
chance, in that you have only to put 
yourself in the proper position for a 
view of it to have the otlier shut out 
fi'om notice without any ellbrt of the 
will. Tho lights in the sculpture gar- 
den having no shade illumino the place 
in all directions, and play at cross pur- 
poses with tlie .statues. The full light 
of day always falls in one direction, ac- 
cording to the jjosition of the sun, but 
instead of having only one sun to reckon 
with at night the unhappy sculptors 
have now fifty-five moons, which flood 
their works with obtrusive brightness 
in the front, flank and rear. The 
statues are not tho only objects that 
suffer; the strangely altered n])pearauceof 
many Parisian beauties who have been 
beguiled into the Palais do I'lndustrie 
seems to show that a continuance of 
this method of illumination will neces 
sitato a change of methods iu other 
branches of imitative art. Colors that 
have been laid on with (he greatest 
nicety of judgment for gas or cantlle 
light efl'ects lose much of their harmony 
and ne.'.rly all their freshness in this 
mooidight glare. But this part of the 
subject must be tremblingly dismissed 
from notice on account of the magnitude 
of the interests involved.

A meeting of voters was held at tho 
City Hall yesterday at noon for tho pur- 
pose of electing two trustees of tho Vic- 
toria public schools for the ensuing term 
of ofHco. TIio attendance, although limit- 
ed, was somewliat in excess of that on sov- 
oral former similar Decisions. On motion 
Mr. Chas. ' Hayward was unanimously 
elected to the chair. Tlio Sncrotary of 
the Board of Trustees having read tho 
niinute-s of the jirevious annual meeting, 
which were adopted, proceeded to read 
the following report of the trustees for 
p;ist year. — 

Bepoit of I'^icloria School Trusteen, llih 
Avgust,1879., , ^ - ■ 

To THE Ratepayers:— 

Your Trustcoa beg to report that tlie 
Victoria schools continue in a state of 
clliciency so far m regards tho statt' of 
teachers which in their opinioji is sjiperior 
to any other in tho province. 

Tho chief want of the schools at pre- 
sent is a supply of maps, . globes and 
teaching apparatus. It is to bo hoped 
that tho Tru.'tee Board as reconstructed 
to-day will succeed in obtaining the neces- 
sary funds from the government to supply 
this want, as it is evident that in educa- 
tion a.s in other calliug.s however great 
the talent of tho worker without tho best 
tools tho best of work cannot bo done. 

Tho Public School Act of last session 
repealed former school Acts and placed 
the High iScluiol under the control of 
your Trustee;). Considering tho increas- 
ed ll(>^v^;l• now vested iu your Trustees it 
is important that due care ,sliuuld be ex- 
ercised in tlioir selection. There are to- 
day two vacancies to bo filled, caused bv 
tho resignation of J. H. Turner, and W. 
Wilson's term of ollice expiring. The 
latter i,s unt a candid.ite fur re-election. 
Elected in 1S7 ! ami lia\'ing served since 
that date he is of upiuiun lliat it i.s not 
well to go in for a monopoly of tho posi- 
tion and therefore now wishes and intends 
to take a back seat.

On Uiu suggestion of tlic Chairman tho 
nomination of candidates to till the v.acant 
se,ats on tho Board of 'I'rnstees was then 
commenced. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson uoininated Dr. Ash; 
Mr. Millar noniin;ited Mr. TIio.m. Nichol- 
son; Mr. N. Shakespeare nominated Mr. 
D. Spencer; Mr. Thos. Nicholson nomi- 
nated Mr. Goo. Stelly; Mr. J. D. Robin- 
son nominated Mr. Thos. Russell; Mr. J. 
Crowtiier nominated Mr. Thos. Sliotbolt. 
Messrs. Stelly .ind Russell declined can ■ 
didaturc. 

On motion Mr. II. F. Ileisterman was 
elected Secretiiry of the meeting and tho 
election was proceeded witli. Tlio Chairman 
stated that according to the provisions of 
the Act tho poll could not bo closed until 
4 i).ni. and tiiat the voting would be open. 

At the clo.se uf the poll Mr. N. Shakes- 
peare handed in the following protest: 
"I hereby give notice that I protest 
against tho election of School Trustees on 
the ground that the voles have been 
taken contrary to section 18 of tho Pub- 
lic Schools Act, 1878." 

[Note — The section under which the 
protest was taken says that the votes shall 
bo taken by the Chairman and registered 
by tho Secretary. The Secretary elected 
by the meeting was unavoidably absent 
during part of the proceedings, but hi.s 
duties were performed by a competent 
person left in charge of the voting list,] 

Tho Chairman said that the election 
had been conducted fairly and that no 
injustice had been done to anyone. No 
one had sull'crcd from the absence of the 
Secretary and every jierson claiming to be 
properly qualified tp vote had exorcised 
his privilege without let ov hindrance. 
He consideretl that the protest amounted 
tu nothing and declared the result of tho 
election to be as follows: Nicholson, 'JO; 
Sliotbolt, 79; Ash, 72; Spencer, 51. 

Mr. Shakespeare said that, notwith- 
standing the ruling of tlio Chair- 
man, who had no right under the Act to 
de.al with the protest, he would take steps 
to give his protest etfect. 

Tho Chairman deckired tho meeting 
dissolved and the few voters present then 
dispersed. 

Fi NUlui,. - The funeral of Liu; late Mr. 
P. N. Coniptoii, who died at Gonzales 
Farm near this city on Saturday morning 
laet after a brief illness, took place ye.i- 
terday from llie residence uf his family on 
Amelia street. Tho deceased, who came 
to this Province on board the steamship 
Labouchore in 185!) acted in tho cajiacity 
of ])urser of that vessel until she was 
wrecked. He was at that time and sub- 
seipiently in tho employ of tho Hudson 
Bay Co, , by whom tho Labouchere was 
owned, Althougli comparatively young, 
being only -ll years of age, tho deceased 
had travellod in iiianj' foreign countries 
anil was a very lliiciit linguist, speiikiug 
no less than eight diHurent languages. 
Besides this he had a perfect aciiuaintaiico 
with the dialects of the various tribes of 
tho coast and interior of British Colum- 
bia. He was of a genial nature and kind- 
ly disposition and will be missed by a 
large circle uf friends. He leaves behind 
him a wife and three young children who 
have the sympathy of the community in 
their hour of sorrow. •'

1. That such port of tno Oity bounded 
on tho North by Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort Btroet, on tho East by 
Broad atreot and on tlio "Woat by tho 
Water Frontage bo hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of A''ictoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erectcil with- 
in tho Fire Limits shnll have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombuatiblu material and 
such outside Walls shall e.xtend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walls 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wan Plato of Roof. Roof* shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walls snail 
be so constructed as to .separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building, If 
the apex of Roof ahould exceed the height 
of Firo WalU, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection acrainst Fire. In tho ctise of 
Gables the AValls aro to bo carried up to 
the full height of the Apex of said Root 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheda for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall bo made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not bo altered or 
changed without the wdttenpermiBsion of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Fire Wardens, whicli permit shall 
specify fully the alterations orchanf^es re- 
quired, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase tho value of such building 
more than Twonty-fivo per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
office of the City Clerk. 

6. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall bo remov^ except to a por- 
tion of tlio same lot on Avhich it stands or 
to a point outside the Firo Limits. 

0. Whcnovor any building shall he by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
tho jud^ent of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a ihin- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in tho judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Firo Wardens, be 
damaged by fire to tho extent of one-lialf ^ 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- ' 
gincer shall cause to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story £w iWiny.s— Foundations 
to be not loss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
bo, brick walls to bo not less than twelve 
inches thick. ITifo Story Buildings— 
Foundations to bo not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hiu-d clay or gravel, as 
tlie case may be. Briek WoJZ^— Ground 
floor to be not loss than seventeen, inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ton or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new ofi'cncc and punished accordingly. 

9. Tho Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Firo Department and the Firo Wardens 
aro required to see that tho provisions of 

this Bylaw aro enforced and to make com- i 
plaints in the Police Court for violation * 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as ' ' The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879.
